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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1-3, 5, 7,9-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Kitazawa et al. (JP 2002/205523). Regarding claim 1 , Kitazawa et al. discloses a pair of 
stabilizer bars (27) provided between a left wheel and a right wheel of a vehicle; and an 
actuator (71 ) including a reduction mechanism (planetary gear set, 77) connecting 
between said pair of stabilizer bars and a motor (86) connected to the reduction 
mechanism for providing torsion force to said pair of stabilizer bars through the 
reduction mechanism; wherein the motor and the reduction mechanism are disposed in 
a housing (72), and the reduction mechanism comprises a first gear (82) and a second 
gear (79) for generating relative rotational speeds differential therebetween, the first 
gear and the second gear are coaxially placed adjacent to each other, and opposite 
faces of stabilizer bars are adjacently connected with the first gear and the second gear 
respectively and disposed in the reduction mechanism (see Figure 2); and one of the 
pair of stabilizer bars (27, on the right in Figure 9) is connected to the first gear (82) 
passing through a rotor (88) of the motor and is supported by the housing at both sides 
of the motor and the first gear. Regarding claim 2, Kitazawa et al. discloses the first 
gear and the second gear include a pair of internal tooth gears with different number of 
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teeth, and a common planetary gear train is engaged with both internal tooth gears (see 
Figures 3-5). Regarding claim 3, Kitazawa et al. discloses the first gear and the second 
gear are cooperatively associated with each other (see Figures 4 and 5). Regarding 
claim 5, Kitazawa et al. discloses the motor and the reduction mechanism are disposed 
in a housing (72), and the other stabilizer bar is integrally attached to the housing (see 
Figure 9). Regarding claim 7, Kitazawa et al. discloses the other stabilizer bar is 
integrally attached to the housing (see Figure 9). Regarding claim 9, Kitazawa et al. 
discloses the planetary gear train includes plural planetary gear sets (see Figures 3-5). 
Regarding claim 10, Kitazawa et al. discloses having a planetary gear train being a 
multistage planetary gear (see Figures 3-5). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 4, 8, and 1 1 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Response to Arguments 

4. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-11 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
